For this reason, first determine if your 
recorder plays tape in a CLOCKWISE or a COUNTER-CLOCKWISE direction. 


AUDIO VENDOR boxes are plainly marked ‘‘U-300-C’”’ for clockwise and ‘‘U-300-CC”’ for counter-clockwise 
operation. 
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The U-300 AUDIO VENDOR can be loaded to operate in EITHER direction as illustrated above. Use the 
following chart in selecting the PROPER AUDIO VENDOR to match the tape feed of your tape recorder.

DIRECTIONS FOR USE OF THE U-300 AUDIO VENDOR 


Mishandling the Audio Vendor may cause trouble, but it can be corrected. 
For Example: If the tape is run in the wrong direction a large loop will 
form and the tape will bind. To correct this, remove the magazine from 
the recorder and hold the upper disc or cover firmly between the thumb 
and forefinger of the left hand with the tape supported as shown in diagram. 
Now pull the tape firmly from the center to unbind. As the tape unbinds, 
use your finger tip of your right hand to revolve the reel disc from below. 
This will cause the loop to retract.

Gentlemen: 


You have received a detailed preliminary report ofa 
standard magnetic tape treated with your Audio Vendor process 
as compared to an untreated sample of the same tape. 


Both tape loops were approximately 280 feet long and were 
run on the same Audio Vendor magazine and tape recorder operat- 
ing at 73 i.p.s. 


At the end of the first week (168 hours) of continuous operation 
the treated tape was performing efficiently without appreciable loss 
in sound or physical properties. The test was stopped at this point 
to test an equal footage of the untreated tape under the same condi- 
tions of operation, on the same equipment. 


The tension of the untreated tape increased greatly in about 
one and one half hours and tightened up beyond the point of operation 
after seven and one half hours, 


We will continue running the first loop to the point of break- 
down and report also on other experiments now in process, as they 
are completed.

HOW TO USE THIS COUSINO TAPE SPLICER 


Remove the splicer from the card and the blade from the splicer. The adhesive 
backing on the splicer provides for convenient mounting on your recorder or work 
bench simply by pressing firmly into place. 


HOW TO SPLICE: Press the tape ends into the splicer groove overlapping eact 
other about one half inch WITH THE QXIDE RECORDING SURFACE FACE DOWN.

HOW TO USE COUSINO PRE-CUT TAPE-TABS 
FOR SPLICING MAGNETIC RECORDING TAPE. 


Work one end of the blade under a corner of a tape tab and lift it 
free, leaving the tab attached to the blade, use the blade as a guide 
to center the tab over the splice. 


Press the tape firmly onto the splice by using the back of the blade 
or your fingernail. Use both hands to remove the tape from 
the groove, to avoid ‘‘roughing’’ the tape’s edges.

MODIFICATIONS REQUIRED to ADAPT the AUDIO 
VENDOR for USE on SOME MAKES of TAPE RECORDERS 


(Indicated by letter "M" on selection chart) 


AMPEX, CALIFONE, CONCERTONE, FAIRCHILD, PRESTO, RANGERTONE, 
TAPESONIC and other recorders designed to handle 2,400 foot reels. 


Because of the spindle design and spacing required for reels on the above tape recorders Audio 
Vendors will not operate directly from the spindles as they do on smaller recorders. 


An AUDIO VENDOR READY MOUNT SPINDLE has been designed to meet this situation and is 
available at a price of $1.00. It consists of a plastic spindle on a disc with an adhesive base 
and is quickly mounted or removed without marring the recorder finish. 


MAGNECORD: The counter-clockwise U 300 can be made to operate perfectly on this model 
by placing it “inside out" on the supply spindle, i.e., the cover plate is placed toward the 
recorder so that the lower, clear, Audio Vendor disc faces the operator and is allowed to re- 
volve freely. 


The clockwise U 300 can also be used if a washer is placed over the supply spindle and is 
just thick enough to prevent the reel engaging pin from making contact with the lower disc of 
the Audio Vendor. 


In both above cases, a soft rubber grommet can be slipped over the supply spindle to hold the 
Audio Vendor in position. The standard reel locking clip will not compress sufficiently to en- 
gage the spindle grooves. 


CRESCENT: This recorder has a plastic knob adjacent to the supply spindle (designed to engage 
a standard reel) that interfere with the free movement of the lower disc of the U 300. A plas- 
tic or rubber washer placed over the supply spindle and thick enough to hold the Audio Vendor 
disc free and clear of this knob will eliminate the problem. Another solution is to remove the 
plastic supply spindle. 


CRESTWOOD: The C-2 metal arm will need to have a V notch ground or filed at the point 
where it strikes the cover guard. 


PENTRON: to adapt Model C-2 to Pentron Model 9T3-C, simply remove the metal center 
guard that conflicts with the Audio Vendor arm. Just one center screw holds this guard in 
place. A small metal angle can be inserted at the edge of the case in those models too small 
to support the outside adjustment screw of the C-2 Audio Vendor. Tape the base of the supply 
spindle down to keep it from revolving when using the U 300. (Above tmetal angle available 
at a price of $1.00) 


REVERE: CC-2 will not fit on the early model RT-100 Revere recorder. 


STEREOTONE: A groove must be filed in the center nylon bearing of the U 300 to allow 
clearance over the retaining pin of the supply spindle, or use the READY MOUNT SPINDLE 
described above. ae wel eden 
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
